Looking to the board to get a sense of whether the Village wants to adopt the program, use it as a budgeting
tool, extend the length of the program, etc. Report recommends 3.2 miles resurfacing in 2016 to keep up
with necessary resurfacing, totaling around $960,000.

Cecola agrees that the 5 year plan, opposed to a longer plan, as it is more flexible since you cannot predict
the weather and circumstances.

There will be a report presented for the 2016-2020 road repairs at the September meeting.
Village Engineer reviews the status of this year’s repairs.
